To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
condition  of  the  District,  for  the  period  from  the  date  of  my  appoint¬ 
ment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health — the  13th  August — to  the  31st 
December,  1906.  I  have,  however,  included  in  my  report  Tabular 
Statements  of  Sickness  and  Mortality  in  the  District  for  the  whole  year, 
thus  giving  continuity  in  the  Annual  Returns  of  Vital  Statistics,  and 
allowing  of  a  comparison  being  made  with  former  and  of  reference  to  in 
future  years. 

The  District  extends  to  3,098  acres,  and  is  divided  into  four  Wards 
or  localities  ; — Black  Lane  Ward,  Radcliffe  Bridge  Ward,  RadclifFe 
Hall  Ward,  and  Stand  Lane  Ward. 

The  population  was  estimated  by  my  predecessor  to  the  middle  of 
the  year,  at  25.500.  Apportioned  to  the  different  Wards,  as  follows —

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  number  of  Deaths  of  Children  under  one  year  of  age  which 
occurred  in  the  District  was  96.  In  addition,  a  child  under  one  year 
of  age  belonging  to  Radcliffe,  died  at  the  Northern  Hospital,  Man¬ 
chester,  thus  giving  a  total  of  97  Deaths,  or  a  rate  per  1000  births  of 
164.  This  rate  is  9  in  excess  of  last  year’s  rate,  but  is  14  lower  than 
the  average  for  the  last  ten  years.  Tabulated  according  to  Wards  and 
the  whole  District  for  1906,  and  the  five  preceding  years,  the  Infantile 
Mortality  is  shewn,  as  follows  : —

The  above  rate  of  Infantile  Mortality,  although  below  the  average 
for  Radcliffe,  is  considerably  in  excess  of  that  for  the  county  as  a  whole. 
I  would  recommend  that  a  special  endeavour  be  made  to  further 
reduce  this  high  mortality.  I  have  already  suggested  in  my  report  to 
you  in  October  last  on  this  subject,  the  adoption  of  earlier  registration 
and  notification  to  the  Sanitary  Authority  of  all  births,  the  priming 
and  distributing  of  cards  of  instruction,  the  appointment  of  a  Lady 
Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the  formation  of  Evening  Classes  for  imparting 
instruction  in  the  rules  of  health,  to  be  followed  by  the  mothers  during 
pregnancy,  in  the  feeding,  general  care,  and  management  of  children, 
and  the  general  hygiene  of  the  home,  as  a  means  towards  this  end. 


Infectious  Diseases. — The  total  number  of  notifications  was  147. 

Table  III.,  page  10,  gives  you  the  numbers  of  the  different 
Infectious  Diseases  notified  in  the  whole  district,  these  grouped 
according  to  age,  the  number  occurring  in  the  different  Wards,  and 
the  number  removed  to  Hospital  from  each  Ward.

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Scarlet  Fever. — Of  71  cases  notified,  43  occuned  in  Black  Lane 
Ward,  tliere  the  disease  was  most  prevalent  during  the  months  of  July 
and  August,  in  which  months  29  cases  were  notified.  These  were  of 
such  a  mild  type  that  several  cases  were  not  at  first  recognised,  and 
thus  tended  to  the  spread  of  the  disease  ;  nearly  all  the  cases  occurred 
in  one  School,  This  School  was  closed  from  the  20th  of  July  to  the 
27th  of  August. 

Enteric  Fever,  of  which  there  were  24  cases  notified,  was  also 
more  prevalent  in  Black  Lane  Ward  than  in  any  of  the  other  wards,  the 
number  notified  from  this  ward  being  13. 

Measles. — This  disease  was  epidemic  in  Stand  Lane  Ward  during 
December. 

Hospital  Accommodation. — The  new  Ainsworth  Smallpox 
Hospital,  which  is  a  Joint  Hospital  for  Radcliffe  and  other  districts, 
was  completed,  and  formally  opened  in  September. 

Housing  Accommodation. — Owing  to  the  erection  of  new 
mills,  and  a  general  increase  in  the  trade  of  the  district,  there  has  been  a 
considerable  influx  of  workers  and  their  families,  and  the  supply  of 
houses  for  such  has  hardly  kept  pace  with  the  demand,  the  conse¬ 
quence  has  been  that  several  cases  of  overcrowding-  have  occurred.  A 
number  of  new  houses  are  in  the  course  of  erection,  and  there  is  a 
prospect  of  a  large  number  of  others  being  built  during  the  coming 
year,  so  that  the  evils  resulting  from  the  lack  of  sufficient  housing 
accommodation  will  then  be  obviated. 

During  the  year  a  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in 
improving  the  sanitary  condition  of  houses  found  to  be  defective  ;  27 
old  houses  with  sanitary  defects  were  closed,  these  are  to  be  re-placed 
by  new  and  more  modern  dwelling-houses. 

Sewage  Disposal. — In  addition  to  the  precipitation  and  filtra¬ 
tion  methods  for  the  disposal  of  Sewage,  a  new  Bacteria  Bed,  with 
Automatic  Sprinkler  of  4,000  gallons  per  hour  normal  flow,  has  been 
completed  and  put  in  use  during  the  year,  and  is  giving  satisfactory 
results. 

Water  Supply. — Several  complaints  as  to  the  quality  of  the 
water  have  been  received,  the  majority  of  these  complaints  have  been 
from  the  Ainsworth  Road  District. 
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Milk  Supply. — All  samples  taken  have  been  found  satisfactory. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. — I  append  a  Home  Office 
Table  of  the  duties  performed  under  this  Act,  all  defects  found  have 
been  remedied.  Of  the  nine  reports  received  from  H.M.  Inspector, 
eight  were  with  reference  to  Sanitary  defects,  these  have  also  been 
remedied.  One  was  with  regard  to  insufficient  means  of  fire  escape, 
this  latter  is  receiving  attention. 

Attached  is  the  report  of  Mr.  Smith,  the  Sanitary  Inspector.

of  the  Health  Committee. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  seventh  Annual 
Report  on  the  work  done  in  the  Health  Department  during  the 
year  1906,  together  with  particulars  of  Nuisances  abated,  and 
improvements  effected  thereby. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  report  and  summary,  much 
useful  work  has  been  done  in  securing  the  abatement  of  nuisances, 
and  in  removing  many  insanitary  conditions,  by  the  application  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  other  Acts,  and  the  Council's 
Byelaws.  The  provision  of  Section  92  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1875,  requiring  Local  Authorities  to  make  systematic  inspection  of 
their  district  has  received  attention,  and  a  house  to  house  visitation 
has  been  made  in  different  parts  of  the  district. 

Premises  were  also  visited  upon  complaint  being  made,  and 
when  sickness  occurred  therein  ;  the  total  number  of  inspections 
being  1,756. 

Three  hundred  and  twenty-five  preliminary  notices  in  respect 
of  nuisances  discovered  in  the  course  of  inspection  were  served 
upon  owners  or  occupiers  to  abate  nuisances  or  carry  out  Sanitary 
improvements.  The  greater  portion  of  the  notices  received  prompt 
attention,  but  in  a  number  of  instances  nuisances  affecting  144 
houses  were  reported  to  the  Committee,  and  statutory  notices 
ordered  to  be  served.  In  all  cases  the  nui.sances  have  been 
abated  or  the  work  put  in  hand  to  be  proceeded  with  without  delay. 

Frequent  re-inspections  of  premises  were  made  to  ensure  the 
efficient  carrying  out  of  the  work,  and  a  great  many  appointments 
in  all  parts  of  the  District  have  been  kept  with  owners,  occupiers, 
etc.,  respecting  complaints  of  nuisances,  or  sanitary  works  to  be 
carried  out. 
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The  work  of  Street  Scaveng-ing  has,  and  is  still  receiving 
careful  attention,  but  with  the  addition  of  streets  coming  under  the 
the  control  of  the  Council,  the  work  required  to  be  executed  is 
becoming  too  much  for  the  present  staff.  The  Street  gullies  are 
regularly  emptied,  the  number  emptied  during  the  year  being  30292. 

The  Workshops  have  been  periodically  visited.  In  a  nuTiiber 
of  cases  the  attention  of  the  occupiers  was  drawn  to  their  non- 
compliance  with  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901  ;  the  cause 
of  these  complaints  received  immediate  attention.  A  number  of 
complaints  have  been  made  by  the  Factory  Inspector,  re  infringe¬ 
ments  of  the  Factory  &  Workshops  Acts,  those  which  have  not 
already  been  remedied  are  receiving  close  attention. 

The  Slaughter-houses  have  been  visited  at  irregular  intervals, 
these  have  been  kept  lime-washed  and  in  a  cleanly  state. 

The  Market  has  been  visited  by  your  Medical  Officer  and 
myself,  also  the  Fruit  sold  by  hawkers  in  the  District  inspected, 
and  I  have  to  report  that  the  fruit,  etc.,  sold,  has,  on  the  whole, 
been  of  a  better  quality  than  formerly. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  have  been  periodically 
visited  ;  (these  have  been  duly  limewashed  and  kept  clean).  'Three 
farms  have  been  very  much  improved  by  Sanitary  works  carried 
out. 


During  the  j^ear  27  Dwellings  were  reported  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  the  owners  have  closed  the  same. 

Fifty-two  samples  of  Milk  have  been  taken  during  the  year, 
the  quality  of  same  being  satisfactory. 

As  shown  in  the  tabulated  statement,  the  Ashpits  throughout 
the  District  are  scavenged  regularly  and  systematically,  and 
applications  for  the  visits  of  Scavengers  are  very  rare,  although 
information  is  welcomed  when  there  is  cause  for  complaint,  and  in 
future,  with  the  continued  number  of  conversions  to  the  Water 
Carriage  system,  the  Committee  will  be  able  to  more  efficiently  and 
economically  carry  out  this  part  of  its  duties.

Tlie  number  of  times  the  District  has  been  scavenged  has 
gradually  increased  from  less  than  four  times  for  the  year  1895 — to  i6J- 
times  for  the  year  1906;  or,  say,  once  every  three  weeks,  and  in 
addition  there  are  now  450  pails  and  ashbins  scavenged  weekly,  or  an 
increase  of  125  during  the  year.
